'■ The original jsugg&stlon on this subject was 
that American money should not be used for 
the purpose of nationalizing Industries now 
: In private hands. But that Is a long way from 
: the Idea of withholding aid from Industries 
-' already nationalized, simply because we don't 
: like socialism. 

The first suggestion, we believe, is legiti- 
mate. Money meant for relief and speedy re- 
covery should not be used for other purposes. 
; . unless It could b« proved that the results will 
be the same. England's troubles with na- 
tlonallzatlon make It seem doubtful that 
auch a guarantee could be given. 

But to deny assistance to countries like 
Britain, France and Sweden, which have 
freely voted for Bemi-soclollsm, because we 
disapprove of their choice is to apply Rus- 
sian methods. 

The BoTlBt government aids and supports 
only thosi countries whose governments It 
tppraves and, In most cases, has hand-pick- 
ed. It is tha prime purpose of ERP to prevent 
a repetition of this practice in the remainder 
of Europe. ERP will not achieve that purpo>se 
by substituting Imposed American concepts of 
government and economics for the Imposed 
RuMlan Tarlity, even though the American 
brand Is superior. 

If wt Insist that the object of our assist- 
ance must agree to private capitalism and 
apeclfic frtedoma as the price of help, we 
wiU be practicing the very thing that we 
preach against. We cannot set ourselves up 
as advocates of a system of government which 
aaiures Its citizens a free choice of action, 
and then deny the citizens of another coun- 
try thit very choice. 

Speaking of the whole European aid prO' 
gram. Senator Morse aaid, "We should go 
Into this on a pure, hard, economic basis, not 
use our money to force on people convictions 
that they do not have." 

The vrhole point of American policy toward 
Ruula U that we can live In the same world 
with Russian communism, and live peaceably, 
. 80 long as Russia does not force communism 
on other unwilling peoples. If we can do that 
—and in that lies the best hope of lasting 
peace— then surely we can live In the same 
world with modified Hociallsm which has 
been chosen by free citizens. 

If our way Is superior, let us prove it by 
example, not ultimatum.

CHANCE— The lelephono connections belweei 
Ocrmsn and Ilallsn caplUb were extremely bad. ___ 
the "lady telephonist," to quote Sir Neville, worked 
so hard to put through the call thst Mu.-willnl aubso- 
quently gave her 3,000 lire In appreciation. All 
talking with the lUllan diclfltor at Munich, der 
fuehrer called olt his Invasion and signed the Munich 
pact for peaceful selUement by grant of Cicchoslo- 
vaUa's Sudeten (Ocrmnn) area lo the Reich. 

In expressing graUflcnUon over this outcome. Am^ 
basaador Attollco. a man of peaceful Intentions, anlc 
to Ambassador Henderson: 

'Tho communists have lost their chance; If they 
had cut the telephone wires between Rome snd Berlin, 
tlicro would have been war." 

Ambissador Henderson made no comment. What 
Atlolico meant, apparently, was that the Munich 
agreement had prevented hostilities between the west, 
em poarTs, and ossurcd a Qerman Invasion of Russia, 
which came lcs.i than four years later. 

PARTNER— The kremlln has not yet linked Wash- 
ington with this con.iplracy as cloKly as It will try 
to do In the fuUirt. But, Inasmuch as Pdb was 
wrklng with London nnd Paris, denouncing the "ag- 
grcs-iori" and feUng the king and queen of England in 
an attempt lo show our sympathy toward BrtUln. 
Stalin will imrioubledly bo able to convince the Rus,ilan 
people, as well as the Germans, that the Onlted States 
was a partner In ths conspiracy to egg Hitler Into 
attack on the Soviet.
